From Coast May 
Vote in Alberta 


Approximately 2,000 Japanese, 
barred from voting in their home 
province of British Columbia, 
will be eligible to vote in the 
Alberta provincial general elec- 
tion on Aug. 8, according to gov- 
ernment election authorities, 

The Japanese, all British sub- 
jects, were transferred from the 
coast province to Alberta by the 
Dominion government after “Pearl 
Harbor Day,” Dec. 7, 1941, They 
have settled in the consttuencies of 
Warner, Taber and Macleod, where 
they are working in the sugar beet 
and other agricultural industries, 

British Columbia is the only proe 
vince in Canada where persons of 
Japanese descent are deharred from 
voting in a provincial election. Ace 
cording to local authorities, other 
provinces did not pass a similar 
regulation because the Japanese 
population was mainly confined ta 
the one western province, engaged 
in fishing and small fruit industries, 

The Japanese in southern Al- 
berts were transferred there in 
1941, are British subjects, and 
qualify for voting privileges un- 
der the Alberta Election Act, 
which requires 12 months’ resi- 
dence in the province, and two 
morths' residence in one electoral 
division. 

As a result, they are entitled ta 
cast ballots in the constituency 
which is their home for the dure 
ation. Japanese who are not British 
subjects are classified as enemy 
aliens, and confined to internment

It is probably a good and wise thing 
that the vote, in Alberta, has been extend- 
ed to persons of nineteen years and over. 
Premier Manning’s sense of justice was 
never better illustrated than when he ruled 
that. people who are old enough to fight 
are surely old enough to vote. 

But if this new extension of the fran- 
chise confers benefits, it also involves 
dangers. And it also places a heavy respon- 
sibility upon the parents and older friends 
of the youngsters who will be given the 
vote for the: first time on August 8. 

Since political campaigns are usually 
waged in a fashion and conducted in lan- 
guage entirely intelligible only to those 
of political experience, some one must take 
on the job of seeing that these nineteen 
and twenty year olds go to the polls with 
a full and sober knewledge of the issues. 

That can only be the job of parents. 

These young people will bring a new 
vigor and zeal into the politica! field. But 
they will also bring some recklessness and 
restlessness, They will contribute, not only 
the virtues of youth, but some of the faults 
of youth. 

A passion for change and excitement is 
{nherent in young people. Youth instinct- 
ively favors that which is new and loves, 
above all else, to take a chance. 

Now this spirit is useful and even essen- 
tial in public affairs. But it is useful only 
so long as it is subject to the controls of 
reason and experience. 

Youth must be made to understand that 
politics is not a matter of theories, but a 
matter of human beings, that life is not 
just an exciting game, but a strenuous and 
demanding business. 

These new young voters must be made 
to understand, in short, that a vote is not 
s0 much a gay privilege as a grave respon- 
sibility. It is much more of a crime against 
society to use it lightly than to use it not 
at all. 

For a vote is irrevocable. It is not an 
experiment, but a decision. And its conse- 
quences may extend for more than a cen- 
tury. 

These are some of the things our new 
Alberta voters should know when they go 
to the polls on August 8, And it is up to 
their parents and friends to make these

Without Shame ? 


Lt. Col. Mary Dover of the Canadian 
Women’s Army Corps is travelling 
throughout Canada asking urgently for 
more recruits for the C.W.A.C. The rea- 
son for this special drive is that women 
are needed in England, France and Italy 
to drive trucks, ambulances, handle ord- 
nance and do general office work.

Easy Citizenship 


A despatch from Calgary says that in 
that district the applications for citizen- 
ship of more than 80 persons have been 
rejected within the past six months. One 
candidate, typical of the rejectees, under- 
stood so little English that when he was 
asked if he was “in favor of Hitler,” he 
replied enthusiastically in the affirmative. 

It is well that the naturalization courts 
are tightening up their requirements, But 
what gave these people, in the first place, 
the preposterous idea that Canadian citi- 
zenship is so cheap and easy that any 
backward-looking alien can gain it with- 
out even going to the trouble of acquiring 
a cursory knowledge ‘of the language? 

As a matter of fact, citizenship should 
be made even more difficult to attain. 
Certainly before a man is made a Cana- 
dian he should demonstrate a knowledge 
of what this country means and a willing- 
noss to defend it if necessary, It is a dis- 
g?ace that persons should be given natur- 
e!ization and a vote who refuse, or teach 
their sons to refuse, to fight this country’s 
battles, 

Even then, increased rigidity of natur- 
alization requirements is not enough. 
Easily and cheaply acquired citizenship is 
shameful. But equally shameful is Can- 
ada's failure to exert more pressure on 
aliens to qualify themselves for Canadian 
citizenship. 

There are thousands of people in this 
country who have lived here for as much 
as twenty-five and thirty years and have 
not yet learned to speak its tongue. They 
herd into alien communities and waste 
their zeal in bemoaning the wrongs of 
their motherlands instead of looking for-

ward to the prospefity and gifts of 
Canada. 

It is because we have foolishly and 
leniently permitted these isolated little 
Europes to exist and even grow in Canada 
that we have such a crop of young men 
who see no call to them to abroad to 
preserve this country’s freedom. 

Settlers from Europe have a great 
deal to bring to Canada in the way of 
special skills and handicrafts and cultural 
ideas, But they can only be valuable to 
Canada and to themselves if they consent 
to participate as Canadians in Canadian 
life. 

It is not enough to make citizenship 
more difficult and demanding. What we 
need is a cirect and urgent drive to make 
these aliens a part of Canada or ask them 
to move on. . 


Too Much Red Tape 


Vigorous complaints are being made 
by the excellent Ottawa Journal about the 
red tape which involves the return of sick 
and wounded servicemen to their homes, 


Sometimes, the Journal saya, the home- 
coming of these Ottawa men is delayed by 
a full day because regulations force them 
to go through the headquarters of the 
military district at Kingston before they 
reach their Ottawa homes. 

Exactly the same dubious system pre- 
vails in this military district and presum- 
ably in all other military districts of Can- 
ada. In the case of Edmonton, wounded 
soldiers must go through Calgary although 
the trip is long and tiresome for wounded 
men. 

Precisely the same stupidity is employ- 
ed, too, in the matter of magazines col- 
lected for use overseas. The Council of 
Jewish Women in Edmonton, assisted by 
women of at least four other organizations, 
labor devotedly at the arduous task of 
collecting, sorting and packing these mag- 
azines. They collect and sort far more 
than Calgary does. And yet, when the 
official reports are issued from Ottawa, 
Calgary is credited with the entire collec- 
tion and the Edmonton women are not 
mentioned at all. 

This ridiculous red tape, bent, on cen- 
tralizing every activity around military 
district headquarters, is injuring the war 
effort. It is dulling individual zeal. It 
should be stopped.

Quebec Opposition Groups 
Attack Participation in 


Struggle 
By GRANT DEXTER 


OTTAWA: The campaign of the 
two opposition parties in Quebec Is 
alike in being opposed to the war. 
Both Mr. Duplessis and Mr. Laur- 
endeau have pledged their parties 
to bring Quebec's co-operation to 
a swift end if elected to office on 
August 8. 

The form of their opposition to 
the war, however, is different. 

Mr. Duplessis has said little about 
the military phase and much about 
the economic phase of the war e¢f- 
fort, while Mr. Laurendeau has re- 
versed this order. 

Mr. Duplessis contends that the 
Godbout government has ceded 
Quebec's autonomy to the Dominion 
and that continued and increasing 
interference constitutes a threat to 
the very existence of the province. 
Quebec, he asserts, will insist that 
the division of powers in the B.N.A. 
Act be respected, “completely and 
absolutely.” In this regard, he over- 
looks the overriding powers con- 
ferred upon the Dominion by the 
national emergency clause of the 
constitution, upon which the War 
Measures Act is based. Practically 
all of the impairment of provincial 
jurisdiction of which he complains 
has occurred under this statute. 


* * * 


According to Mr. Duplessis, the 
Godbout government has catered to 
Ottawa on numerous matters of 
vital importance to the province. 
Provincial power with respect lo 
the income tax has been surrend- 
ered, Ottawa has been permitted to 
control wages, salaries and prices. 
Ottawa has intervened in matters of 
social legislation and unemployment 
insurance. 

All of these items, except social 
legislation and unemployment, are 
directly related to the war effort. 
The so-called interference, as stat- 
ed, has been brought about by the 


War Measures Act. It was against 
these very federal control measures 
—then in their beginning—that Mr. 
Duplessis, as premier of Quebec, 
appealed to the province in the 
general election of October, 1939. 
Without federal control over wages, 
salaries, prices, taxation and so on, 
the ceilings could not have been at- 
tempted, And without the taxation 
agreements, the financing of the 
war would have been infinitely 
more difficult. 
* * 

What Mr. Duplessis stands for, 
therefore, is the withdrawal of Que- 
bec, on the economic side at least, 
from the war. Ana while he has 
had little to say, to date, on the 


military phase, there is no reason 
to believe he is any more favorable 
here to collaboration. 

The campaign of the Bloc Popu- 
laire is reminiscent of the Bourassa 
nationalist party of 1911. “The Bloc,” 
said Mr. Laurendeau on July 15 at 
Drummondville, “fights against im- 
perialism which gives us a cycle of 
wars and crises.” No government, 
he asserted, could justfy spending 
$15 billions for war. Provincial jur- 
isdiction must be restored. 

The Bloc makes much of a figure 
of $15 billions for war. The 
figure, of course, is quite inaccu- 
rate, being almost twiee too high. 

On July 19, Mr. Laurendegu de- 
clared that Mr, Godbout is col- 
laborating with a government 
“whieh has thrown $15 billions into 
the abyss of imperialism.” Mr. 
Godbout had ceded Quebec's auton- 
omy to Ottawa and had supported 
the federal government in imposing’ 
conscription. Quebec actually now 
had conscription under false pre- 
tences. Billions had been donated 
to England which shduild have been 
spent on improving the position of 
poor people in this country. Instead 
of pouring out all this wealth on 
war, Mr. King could have spent 
$3,000 each on homes for needy 
people, given $1,000 to each farmer 
and laborer, erected 240 county hos- 
pitals, given a present of $100 to 
each married couple and $100 to 


each new baby. In addition, over 


a billion could still have been given |. 


to England.’

Mr. Laurendeau continuously is 
attacking what he calls the im- 
perialist poticies of Mr, King and 
Mr. Godbout. These leaders, he 
says, spend three days a week 
taking orders from London, three 
more taking orders from Washing: |’ 
ton, and the seventh day proclaim- 
ing the independence of Canada. 
This country, he says, should have 
followed the example of Mr. De 
Valera and “defied” England. 

In Mr. Laurendeau's view, the 
election is purely a decision on 
conscription, The country and the 
province is now in the grip of a 
dictator with the RCMP as the ges- 
tapo, 

Extreme though Mr. <Lauren- 
deau's campaign speeches may 
seem, they are mild in comparison 
with the rank and file of the Bloc. 
Thus, Raphael Baudette, the Bloc 
candidate in the St. Mary's divi- 
sion of Montreal, said: 

“My. Godbout, the leader of 
Frengh Canada—of three million 
Fren Canadians —has betrayed 
his compatriots to the imperialism 
of Mr. Mackenzie King. We of the 
Bloc Populaire are fighting a war 
of liberation and we shall march 
to victory under the French Cana- 
dian flag.”

Big Four to Meet in August

WASHINGTON.—Early in Aug- 
ust, representatives of the Big Four 
will sit down around a conference 
table here in Washington to try to 
agree on a plan of world organiza- 
tion, The atmosphere, it is good to 
be able to report, is one of hope. 

There is even a new setting for 

the conference. The representa- 
tives of Britain, Russia, China and 
,the United States are to meet at 
Dumbarton Oaks, which was for- 
merly the estate of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Woods Bliss. He was our 
ambassador to the Argentine for 
many years. 

It is a handsome house surround- 
ed by beautiful gardens in George- 
town, with close access to all gov- 
ernment offices., If the delegates 
want ta. confer over June th Hoan 
move out to the terrace, Which has 
as much privacy as the house itself. 
And if the discussions become too 
heated, they can always take a dip 
in the swimming pool on the es: 
tate. 

Sitting in for the United States 
will be vigorous, youngish under- 
secretary of state Edward R. Stet- 
tinius, Jr. Britain's representative 
will be Sir Alexander Cadogan, a 
permanent official of the foreign 
office, with a long background of 
world affairs. Cadogan, moreover, 
is a close friend of Foreign Min- 
ister Anthony Eden, Eden took him 
to Russia with him on his last trip 
to Moscow. He leans heavily on 
his friend and assistant. 


Free Enterprise and Control 


By Main Johnson, Financial Editor,

The economic system of demo- 
cratic states in the next few dec- 
ades will inevitably have the ele- 
ments both of individual freedom 
of enterprise and also of purposive 
direction by the state. 

According to Geoffrey Crowther, 
editor of the Economist (London) 
writing in the January issue of 
Foreign Affairs (New York) on 
“Freedom and Control”, this con- 
clusion by now is almost a common- 
place. 

What is not so generally realized, 
according to this distinguished 36- 
year-old economist who was edu- 
cated at Cambridge in England and 
at Yale and Columbia in the United 
States, is that it matters most vitaliy 
how the two elements are com- 
bined. Neither, he declares, can re- 
move the other. “Democratic soci- 
ety is not going to be wholly plan- 
ned or wholly unplanned. But each 
opposing principle cu. very effec- 
tively obstruct the otner. A society 
which is based on an active co- 
Operation of the two principles will 
be a vastly different place from a 
society based on a deadlock he- 
tween them.” 

So far, Crowther goes on, there 
has been a deadlock except during 
the war “and if we sometimes won- 
der why it is that our economy 
seems to have lost its elasticity 
its power to respond to opportun- 
ity; if we complain that only in 
wartime are its potentialities real- 
ized, the reason is that we have 
been busy putting brakes on both 
the two possible springs of initja- 
tive. We make it difficult for the 
profit motive to work lest it should 
be anti-social in its effect and we 
make it difficult for the social mo- 
tiye to work lest it be too wasteful.” 


Side by Side 

In this struggle, the editor of the 
Economist declares, neither side 
can win. It.follows, in his view, that 
the most urgent task for al) econ- 
omic statesmen is to work out 
means by which the two principles 
of organization can live side by 
side. 

There are no absolute rules, he 
thinks, to determine where the line 
should be drawn. and no doubt it 
will be drawn in different places in 
different coutries and at different 
times in the kame country. 

There will be those among the 
critics of this doctrine, Crowther 
declares, who will shake their beads 


Russia, it now appears probable, 
wil! send Maxim Litvinoff to Wash- 
ington for the conference.

It is true, he states, 
that the opposing principles of 
economic freedom and of economic 
organization have, in fact, gener- 
ated frictions which have percept- 
ibly slowed down the progress of 
the demorratic economy. “But this 
is because they have been stupidly 
handled and the frictions would not 
arise of the object of all parties

employment’ and ‘social security’.” 

Walter Bagehot, the apostle of 
the free @conomy, wrote nearly 
eighty years ago that the co-opera- 
tive, if not the compulsory, agency 
of the state “ought to be used far 
more than now in applying to our 
complicated society those results of 
science which are new to our age.” 

Bagehot was thinking, in the 
main, of physical science. But

One big reason for hope is that 
Premier Mikolajezyk of the Polish 
government-in-exile is in Moscow.

more nécessary in summer than in 
the flowery month of June. But any 
period with a scarcity of bloom is a 
good time to stop and figure out 
means of filling in the blank spaces. 

In planning a border for success- 
ion, one must eliminate subjects 
which: have short blooming periods, 
poor foliage or such rampant 
growth that they will usurp the 
place of flowers which precede or 
follew them. Emphasis is then laid 
on the mass planting of a few vari- 
eties which flower over a long 
period. 

Formality in design helps to set 
off whatever is in simultaneous 
bloom. Formality may be a simple 
matter of balanced beds on each 
side of a grass plot, a stone walk 
or a garden bench. But if in rela- 
tively the same location in each of 
these b. ed beds there is, for 
examplee, a large clump of pure 
white phlox in. flower, the effect 
will be far stronger than if in some 
irregular arrangement a‘clump of 
phlox, or a few delphinium all 
blosson together, Therefore, repe- 
tition is urged as a third guiding 
principle, following selection and 
emphasis. 


Massing 

Next to be considered is scale. 
The wide or deeper the planting, 
the more opportunity is provided 
for strong massing of material. In 
an 8 by 35 feut planting unit, a five 
deep arrangement can be achieved. 
This, while it involves standing 
carefully in the bed to do the cen- 
tre cultivation, results in the gar- 
den’s appearing almost always in 
full bloom, although in reality it is 
not. But some color is present even 
in the neat, predominantly green 
periods between the peak effects. 

Fancy or subtle color schemes 
are to be avoided if the gardener 
wants the strongest effects by the 
simplest means, From my garden 
any tempermental subjects and all 
strong rose, purple or red varieties 
are omitted. In the heat of the 
summer, prevailing whiteness has 
proved especially pleasing toward 
evening when nicotina opens its 
many sweet-scented flowers. 

A progressively simpler scheme 
and a predominantly stronger ef- 
fect has been developed over a per- 
iod of years. In this effort, certain 
plants have proved reliable, effec- 
tive and companionable. 


Suggestions 


Here are some suggestions that 
might baffle amateurs as well as 
experienced gardeners: For spring 
the foreground carries the picture 
with hardy white candytuft and 
early yellow and white narcissus. 
Then for late spring there can be 
planted in a long wide strip groups 
of lavender, pink and yellow tulips; 


lavender and yellow varieties of 
iris, with no blends; blue, flax, yel- 
low day lillies and white phlox, 
Sweet william can also be included, 

For the summer months the fol- 
lowing will mak@ your border a 
blaze of color: Delphinium hybrids, 
regal lillies, white phlox and yellow 
meadowrue will dominate the back 
half of the bed. With them blend 
lavender and white petunias, a few 
yellow zinnias and marigolds, white 
baby’s breath and white flowering 
tobaggo. 

For early fall, have some lav- 
ender and white hardy asters along 
the rear. Some of the delphinium 
and the annuals will continue to 
flower until frost. 

It is a good idea to take stock of 
the garden sequenve now and con- 
sider whether as fine an effect has 
been developed as the possibilities 
permit. All that is needed to im- 
prove a layout may be the elimina- 
tion of some plants and the division 
and resetting of repeated cluraps 
of others. Perha»s new edging ma- 
terial will turn the trick. 

If one of the big three—that is, 
perennials, annuals or bulbs—have 
been entirely left out of the scheme 
the introduction of small amounts 
of this missing link will help. Sev- 
eral dozen regal lillies in clumps of 
three and at even distances make 
a great difference in early Summer, 
j While the addition of phlox is ex- 
cellent because it withstands hot 
dry weather with only limited dam- 
age.

PORT ARTHUR, Ont.—To cruise 
up the Great Lakes and back again 
is to traverse an historic route 
whose importance to a past genera- 
tion can be recalled only by imag- 
ining, as one embarks at Sarnia or 
Windsor, or Detroit or Buffalo or 
any other lower lake port, that 
there is no other way to get to the 
prairies than by boat. In the day of 
gasoline rationing, what better holi- 
day experience than to travel over 
the course which the first white 
settlers followed to the West? It was 


|and they travelled it in schooners 
before the days of the steamboat. 
You travel overnight up Lake 
Huron and, after breakfast, watch| 
the ship pass through the Soo 
Locks, where six or eight long 
freighters almost nudge each other 
in line waiting to go through, and) 
just as many are disappearing down 
the river. Mose vita! vaterway in 
North America, comparable to the 
Panama Canal in shaping the econ- 
omic structure of a continent, the! 
Soo Locks are beginning to emerge 
from the tight military control uf 
earlier years in the war. The anti- 
aircraft balloons and the ack-ack 
batteries are no longer obvious. 


Another morning brings you to 
the Canadian lakehead cities of 
Port Arihur and Fort William, now 
containing almost 100,000 of popula- 
tion, Sailing in the evening, the 
next morning brings Duluth, named 
after Du Luht, the king of the cour.

In that hun- 
dred years you have an epoch of 
history in which our era was cre- 
ated, 

Strange how the years have 
dimmed the memory of the part 
played by the Great Lakes as a 
highway into the heart of a conti- 
nent! Fast railways ended the 
days when a. thousand or more 
ships carried settlers westward. 
Now the Great Lakes traffic is 
carried on a fleet of some 300 car- 
riers, long ships with roomy holds, 
| some as big as 14,000 tons. 


* * & 
The repercussions of world 
;events were felt along the ports 


|of the Great Lakes. The Irish po- 
tato famine of 1845 impelled a 
wave of immigrants to the mid- 
| west, travelling in ships on which 
the settlers’ wagons were lashed 
to the masts. The revolution of 
1848 in Europe generated another 
wave of ‘migration, and the Ger- 
;mans arrived in Milwaukee in 
such numbers that in 1851 that 
city more than doubled its popu- 
jlation, reaching 46,000. Wheat 
went to $2 a bushel after the Cri- 
mean War, and the prairie farmers 
had their first great boom. So did 
the lakes’ shipping nes.

Third Reading 


OTTAWA, Aug. 1—(CP)—The 
Commons yesterday gave third 
reading without division to the 
government's bill providing for 
machinery that would keep the 
Prices of farm products on a sta- 
bilized level during the period 
of transition from war to peace, 


The reading was given after a 
Progressive Conservative amend- 
ment moved by E. E. Perley (PC— 
Qu’Appelle) was rejected. The 
amendment suggested by profits 
madé by the government be dis- 


| | tributed to farmers through partici- 


pation certificates, 


HELD UNWORKABLE 

Agriculture Minister Gardiner 
said the amendment would have 
made the bill unworkable. It was 
unlikely that any profit would be 
made by the three-man board which 
would supervise stabilization of 
prices. However, if the board made 
a profit of only $1,000, the amend- 
ment would divide the profit among 
all the farmers who had sold pro- 
ducts to the board. 

Farmers would only sell their 
products to the board when they 
could not obtain from someone else 
the ‘price odffered by the board. 

Resources Minister Crerar said 
the amendment would mean that 
any profit made by the board 
would go to the farmer, while any 
loss suffered by the board would 
have to come out of the tex- 
payers’ pockets. 

P, E. Wright (CCF., Melfort) said 
the government apparently was in- 
tending to set floor prices at a 
level at which it was certain the 
board would not take a loss. 

Mr. Gardiner replied: 


CLEAR DEFINITION 


“What the bill says, as plainly as 
it can be said, is that the govern- 
ment is prepared to pay a price that 
no one else will pay—a price so 
high that no one else will pay it 
That is what the bill says. And 
that is*the only thing it says. It 
says that if no one else wil! pay a 
price at a certain level, the gov- 
ernment itself will pay it and take 
the profit. That is what the bill 
intends to say and that is all it does 
say. : 

“It stands to reason that the 
only time the government will get 

products is when they are going 
to take a loss. They are not going 
to get products when a profit ten 
be made, And that is all the more 
true if the products are of such a 
type as to be marketed within the 
year they are bought.” , 

In reply to J. J. Kinley (L., 
Queens-Lunenburg), Mr. Gardiner 
said the possibility of other count- 
tries dumping fish and food on Can- 
adian markets in the post-war years 

was under consideration.

OTTAWA, Aug. 1—(CP)—Em- 
ployment in eight leading indus- 
trial groups increased 18 per cent 
in the three-year period June 1, 
1941, to June 1, 1944, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics reported last 
night. 

Aggregate weekly earnings of the 
workers in those groups—manu- 
facturing, logging, mining, com- 
munications, transportation, con- 
struction, services and trade—were 
up 26 per cent for the same period. 
The ureau’s figures were based 
on returns made by some 14,600 
firms with a working force at June 
1, 1944, of 1,821,490.

“A fleet of six or eight ships 
working for the Red Cross deliver 
parcels to Geneva where they are 
distributed by the International Red 
Cross and on the return trip they 
carry parcels for German prisoners 
of war in Canada and the United 
States,” he said. 

“The ‘Work of the Red Cross 
Society represents Christianity in 
action and should provide a valu- 
able guide for relationship between 
nations in peacetime.” 

Born in Edinburgh Sir William 
served for nine years in the Indian 
Army after his graduation from 
Christ Church College, Oxford. He 
was in the Indian Civil Service for 
15 years after the First Great War 
and was British minister to Afghan- 
istan for seven years.

The plain water fast, used at the 
beginning of the treatment for cy- 
stitis usually brings the patient 
considerable relief. In a fast of this 
kind, the patient uses large quan- 
tities of distilled water, taking a 
glass every half-hour. The large 
intake of water keeps the fluid in 
the bladder highly diluted with the 
result that toxins do not irritate 
the delicate lining of the bladder to 
the same extent as would otherwise 
happen if the urine was more con- 
centrated. 

After using a fast for a few days, 
it is often a good plan for the pa- 
tient to stay on the milk diet. While 
on the milk ‘schedule, no water 
need be taken as the milk will pro- 
vide enough liquid to keep up a 
good drainage through the bladder. 

When the bladder irritation has 
subsided, the patient may be re- 


_| turned to a full diet but should be 


cautioned to avoid garlic, onions, 
alcoholic beverages, and highly 
spiced dishes, 

The patient will find it well to 
avcid exposure to cold or chilling. 
I find it extremely important to 
caution the patient to avoid con- 
stipation. During the fasting pe- 
riod and while milk is being used, 
it will be necessary to take at least 
one daily enema for the purpose of 
keeping the colon clean. The ene- 
ma may be continued for a time 
when the patient begins eating 
again when constipation exists, 
with the patient understanding that 
its use is only a temporary measure 
to be continued until the large in- 
testine has been trained to elimin- 
ate regularly. 

In acute cystitis, the patient will 
find that some relief will be ob- 
tained by lying on the back with 
the hips elevated by being placed 
on a small pillow or folded blanket, 
as this changes the position of the 
bladder. Heat may also be used to 
advantage; the hot Sitz bath prob- 
ably being the most effective home 
treatment that may be employed. 
Another good home treatment 
which may be tried is the applica- 
tion of hot towels. This treatment 
may be repeated several times 
daily, if desired. Women often 
find the taking of hot water douches 
will relieve some of the tenderness 
in the bladder region. > 

In cases where bacterial in- 
vasion is an outstanding part of the 
Picture, local treatment given by a 
physician is usually required.

With British Tanks 


Western Canadian Infantry 
Fight Way Into French Town 


By LOUIS V. HUNTER 
WITH THE CANADIANS IN FRANCE, Aug. 1,—(CP) 
—Western Canada infantry and the tanks of a famous British 
regiment fought their way into the strongly-defended hillside 
town of Tilly La Campagne, east of the Orne river and five 
miles south of Caen, today after a bitter pre-dawn engagement 


in thick fog. + 


(A later repert frem e Reuter 
correspondent said the Canedians 
withdrew from the town after a 
German counter-attack.) | 

The attack against this town, east | 
of the Falaise road and south of! 
Caen, which the Canadians and} 
Germans have been in and out uf! 
since last Tuesday's offensive be- 
gan, opened shortly after 2:30 this 
morning under an artillery barraye 
and was supported by tanks. 

The going has been hard and bit- 
ter fighting is continuing not only 
in parts of the town but along the 
railway tracks west of the town. 


SUNNYBROOK SOLDIER « 

To reach the town the Canadian 
had to advance about 1,000 yards 
along a side road dipping down 
from the main highway. They push- 
ed through grainfields alive with 
snipers who inflicted casualties in 
the vicious exchanges. The Cana- 
dians were also subjected to heavy 
shelling, mortar and machine-gun 
fire. 

There were casualties among the 
forward companies which withdrew 
temporarily and then re-formed 
and returned to the attack again. 

" Pte. Leslie Shave of Sunny- 
brook, Alta., who walked back two 
miles with two youthful German 
Prisoners he had taken near the 
railway tracks, said “my bunch 
was pinned down all night and we 
are just beginning to move now.” 

He turned over the prisoners and 
then hitchhiked with a-couple of 
correspondents up to a crossrosd 
about a mile from his company. The 
chatter of rifle and machine-gun 
fire echoed in the thick fog. 


MEN EXHAUSTED 

One group of men who came out 
of the line about 9 a.m. were so 
tired they could hardly drag their 
muddy feet along. They turned into 
the streets on the outskirts of 
Vaucelles and some just slumped 
on the sidewalks and cried. 

The men didn't even bother to 
remove their heavy web equipment. 
They just dropped their guns and 
sprawled exhausted on the ground. 


Vacancies Show 
Need For Workers 


A total of 3,381 vacancies for 


workers is registered with the Na- 


tional Selective Sérvice Office in 
Edmonton, according to an official 
announcement made Tuesday. 
There are 2,545 vacancies for men 
and 836 for women, 

The categories still remain about 
the same, the demand for male 
labor is for manual work and skill- 
ed mechanics. About 800 mechanics 
are required. For female help the 
same line of jobs remain open and 
156 waitresses are needed with 81 
maids and 40 skilled clerks, chiefly 
stenographers and comptometer op- 
erators. 

On the “unplaced applicants” list 
there are names of 428 men and 
426 women. These are mostly stu- 
dents or teachers who wish tem- 
porary employment during the sum- 
mer months.

No Prosperity 
Unless “Big 3” 
To Co-Operate 


MEDICINE HAT, Aug. 1.—(CP) 
—"There will be no prosperity in 
Canada after the war unless there 
is co-operation with the United 
States, and Great Britain, who 
have pledged their co-operation 
with the Soviet Union,” Tim 
Buck, national leader of the 
Lebor-Progressive party, said at 
a public meeting here lest night. 
He said that the question of pros- 
perity depended on employment for 
all, employment depended on mar- 
kets for products—markets to take 
the place of present day war mar- 
kets, President Roosevelt, he added, 
was advocating a system of post- 
war credits, credits of goods, ma- 
terials, etc., needed to rebuild the 
devastated countries of the war- 
torn world. 

To secure markets for our goods 
Canada had to be a part of this 
system, he said. 


CRITICIZES CCF 


Criticizing the CCF party, he said 
that they refused to have anything 
to do with the Soviet Union, and 
that was why they ignored the need 
for foreign markets. 

“The Soviet Union will have 
much to do with the formulation 
of the post-war world, and world 
prosperity and peace. That is 
why the CCF through their na- 
tional leader, Mr. Coldwell, pub- 
lically state they will not co- 
operate in international post-war 
trade,” he said, 

Mr. Buck said that the idea of 
public ownership of power plants 
was not a socialistic measure as the 
CCF made out it was, They had had 
public ownership of power plants in 
Ontario for years, under both Tory 
and* Liberal administrations, he 
said. 

All capitalistic parties were look- 
ing more and more to the public 
Set plang of social services, he 
said, 


ANSWERS ACCUSATION 

Questioned if he had any state- 
ment to make in answer to the ac- 
cusation that he had stabbed labor 
in the back, Mr. Buck said that 
the statement had been made by 
“Winch of British Columbia.” 

It had been made in Blairmore, 
and was the result of a previous 
statement by him advocating a Lib- 

eral-Labor coalition after the next 
federal election. 

There would be six parties in 
the field in the next Dominion 
election, and it was practically a 
foregone conclusion that no party 
would have a clear majority, he 
said, 

He suggested a Progressive-Lib- 
eral-Labor coalition government in- 
stead of a traditional Liberal-Tory 
alliance—dominated by the Tories— 
which would be attempted. “If that 
is stabbing labor in the back, I don’t 
see it,” Mr. Buck concluded.

said, “and started to pass at the 
bombers from dead astern. We 
started a head-on overhead pass 
at them, getting between them 
and the rear of the bombers. 

“When they still were about 
3,000 yards from the bombers 
they saw us and made a slight 
turn to the left. They did not 
attack. 

“Although I had seen them 
start their dive and watched them 
throughout their attack I had no 
time to get my sight anywhere 
near them. Both planes, still in 
close formation, passed about 
1,000 feet under us.
